dom. If the black man cannot be made 
free to day, (about which we offer no opin 
ion,) yet let it be manifest lo the world that 
you are taking measures for the freedom of 
his children, nnd that the present strange le¬ 
gality of scliiug your fellow-countrymen for 
silver, is transitory and ready to vanish.— 
Let no subtle influences of despotism steal 
in and corrupt your freedom, by teaching 
you to act the despot yourselves. Believe 
in your high mission to promote the world’s 
progress, and purify yourselves for that glo¬ 
rious service by determining lo verify in ev¬ 
ery part of your Union lire words of yonr 
own manifesto—“ All men are created free 
and equal.” 

Ouc duty will not supersede nor delay an¬ 
other. Brace up your hearts to extinguish 
Slavery as soon as it can Ire done with safe¬ 
ty, and you will at once have double resolu¬ 
tion, double moral power, to reanimate the 
swooning liberties of Europe. Fail iis not, 
we pray you ! but urge vour Government to 
all active aid which can Ire prudently nnd 
wisely given, aud that without delay.—

It was 
intended nt once as a mark of their esteem 
for tier, and their confidence in her, that she 
would do wlmt was right with it, and, nt the 
same time ns an evidence of the detestation 
in which the sysloin of slavery was held by 
this country.

“ Respected Modi: 


—It is 


qnainted with grief, from whom the faces 
of nil the great and powerful of the earth 
have Ireen hid—in the name of oppressed 
and suffering Immunity, I thank you. The 
offering given is the dearer to me, and the 
more hopeful that it is literally the |>erinv 
offering, given by thousands on’ thousands, 
a penny at a time. When in traveling 
through your couutry, aged men and wo¬ 
men have met ine with such fervent bless¬ 
ings, little children gathered round inc with 
such loving eyes—when honest hands, hard 
with toil, have ireen stretched* forth with 
such hearty welcome—when I have seen 
how really it lias come from the depths of 
die hearts of the common people, nnd 
know, as I truly do, what prayers are going 
up with it from the Imiiibjest homes of 
Scotland, 1 am encouraged. 1 believe it is 
God who inspires this feeling, nnd 1 believe 
God never inspired it in vain. I feel nn as¬ 
surance that the Lord hath looked down 
from Heaven to hear tlie groanings of tlio 
prisoner, and according to the greatness of 
liis power, to loose those that are appointed 
to die. In the human view, nothing can he 
more hopeless than this cause; nil the 
wealth, and nil the power, and alt the world¬ 
ly influence is against it. But here in Scot¬ 
land, need we tell the children of the Cove¬ 
nant, that the Lord on high is mightier than 
all human power. Here, close by the spot 
where your fathers signed that Covenant, in 
an hour when Scotland’s cause was equally 
poor and depressed ; here, by the spot 
where holy ninriyr* sealed it with their 
blood, it will neither seem extravagance nor 
enthusiasm, to say to the children of such 
parents, that for the support of this criibc, 
wc look not to the things that are seen, but 
to the tilings that are. not seen, to that God, 
who, iu the face of all worldly power gnve 
lilrerty to Scotland, in answer lo your lath¬ 
er’s prayers. Our trust is in Jesus Christ, 
and in the [lower of the Holy Ghost, and in .

Resolved. That this Conference still regards 
tlie net of Congress of 1850. called the Fugi¬ 
tive Slave Law.” as most barbarous, cruel un¬ 
just and wicked ; deserving the execration 
and abhorrence of every good man, and so 
long as it remains ou the statute book, is a 
standing disgrace, and reproach to the coun¬ 
try and the age.

Just Views. 

Jt should be understood that the people 
ore responsible for the moral character ot 
their ruler nnd representaiives, as iu effect, 
they themselves determine its measure.— 
The place, then, for commencement ol re¬ 
form is with the people.

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Cuba Trade of Boston and Portland 
This trade once so extensive and so impor¬ 
tant to this port, is now passing rapidly away 
into the hands of our sister city, Portland. 
Formerly,although the trade was carried on 
mostly by vessels owned in Portland, yet 
their return cargoes of molasses almost entire¬ 
ly came to this port. Now Portland prob¬ 
ably exports more molasses direct than Bos 
ton, and a constant fleet of barques and 
brigs are sailing from and arriving at that 
city. The trade ofMatanzas, Cardenas,Mariel 
&c. is almost controlled by the Portland 
Merchants. To show the extent of the Cuba 
trade of Portland, we will state that within 
the last two months, or since the 1st of April, 
about seventy cargoes of molasses and sugar 
(principally the former) have been landed at 
tveraging 350 Idols, each, making 
•ipt of about 25,000 hhds., being 
nearly as large a quantity as had been ex¬ 
ported into Boston since Jan. 1st, nearly six 
months. About 200 liluls. molasses a day are 
used iu the extensive Sugar Works at Port¬ 
land ; a great portion of the sweet is sold for 
home consumption in Maine,.and the sour is 
sent coastwise to Boston to be distilled. We 
can Hut rejoice in the prosperity of our 'beauti¬ 
ful'city, although we can see that a good 
deal of this prosperity is at the expense of 
Boston. But still there is room enough for 
both and no occasion for envious and jealous 
feelings to prevail between the two cities.— 
Boston Traveller. 


Turkey Preparing for War, 

The correspondent of the London Times 
says :—“The Turks are now preparing for was 
in right earnest; thirty thousand troops are be¬ 
ing sent from Rgy.pt; many of them have al¬ 
ready arrived, and troops and amunitinn are 
moving at all points. It is supposed that in 
Roumelin, the point next threatened, the gov¬ 
ernment will be able to bring at onee 80,000 
men under arms The present Grand Vizier 
being an Albanian, is able, through his influ¬ 
ence, to raise the whole of that warlike popu- 

A me-ting of the British merchants resident 
at Constantinople has been held,in order to ad¬ 
dress the Ambassador, and to ask his counsel 
in the present state of affairs. 

The correspondent ot the Daily Nmos cites as 
an act more formidable still of the means of 
defence at command nf the Turks, says:-The 
Divan although not admitting the possibiUiv of 
war, yet believing in the p e*ent state of affairs 
the best mode of preserving peace wav he tak¬ 
ing an energetic attitude, resolved on adopting 
a series of iinnosing measures. 

Orders were sem Achmet Pacha, command¬ 
ing the Mediterranean squadron, to return im¬ 
mediately wih his fleet, lie was expected in 
Constantinople in the course of the present 
week. The fleet of the Viceroy of Egvpt was 
also ejepfeted in a few days, and a courier hav¬ 
ing been sent to Alexandria with orders. 

This fleet was to bring a reinforcement of 
15,000 men ; at the same time orders were giv¬ 
en to Gmar Pacha, General in Chief of the ar¬ 
my, to descend to Shulma with his corps d'ar- 
mee, a force of f r0ln 80,000 to 100,000 excellent 
troops mured to war, an 1 a great number ot 
whorn- took part m the expeditions to Bosma, 
Kurdistan and Monkenegro.

Hampshire by 
no less a man than Edmund Burke. And the 
same trouble is seen in this State. For insta 
The Oxford Convention the other day passed 
some resolutions which the Argus won’t pub¬ 
lish on account of the "best interests of the 
party I” It adds : 

“ The unfortunate difficulties that have so 
long existed in Oxford Couniy, have been cause 
of regret to thousands of democrats in other 
parts of this State; audit was sincerely hoped 
that the Presidential election would produce a 
. permanent coalition of the divided section—that 
henceforward the hatchet would be forever 
buried. * * * If we wish to save the State 

from its present anomalous and disreputable 
political condition, we must harmonize. There 
is no other possible'way. And we call upon 
all true democrats whether in Oxford County or 
elsewhere, as t' ey honor principles (!) rather 
than men—as' they would bring the State to its 
old position—to adopt the same rule of action. 
Otherwise, wm warn them, that next September 
their ominous resolutions' 

“ Resolved, That in all appointments to office, 
whether by the President or by his subordi¬ 
nates, the rightful source of consultation and 
advise is the people ; the rank and file of the 
democratic party, and their wills, and not Ihe 
wishes of rotten office holders are to be respect¬ 
ed and listened to. * * * * 

Resolved, That we have no sectional or private 
feeling® to gratify in selection of a candidate for 
.Governor, but that the Convention now about 
to be holden,should present us some firm,sound 
and national Democrat, free from all isms. 

We thought it was a democratic doctrine that 
regular conventions expressed the will of the 
people, and that their voice was to be respected. 
But they now are favored with a tribunal to 
tell them whether what they say is fit to be 
published or not. It is to be hoped they will 
be docile, bearing in mind that hostility to free 
speech sometimes receives an unexpected di¬ 
rection. 


The Late Whig Party. 

This skeleton of the past has also its trou¬ 
bles, and we incline to the opinion that they 
ought to be charged to “spirit-rappers.”

tion of the law. We shall refer to this matter 
again, but now quote the Rockland Adv rtiser.n 
staunch whig paper. It offers a soothing cor¬ 
dial thus ! 

" The Bangor Courier and the People's Press. 
Skowhetran, seem sadly disposed to throw mud 
and pull wool’ because Gov. Crosby, as we 
think most commendably. appointed a national 
Democrat to the office of sheriff in Penobsc ot 
county, some weeks since. We have thought 
it very strange that any really Whig editor 
should ever feel disposed lo censure Gov. Cros¬ 
by for that nomination ; and oannot say that 
such censure in any way demonstrates devotion 
to the Whig party and its principles. The 
‘Conner’ need not be told that the party, while 
l exists, must be true to its honor, as a national 
organization ; and therefore, in the heart of 
every true whig a national Democrat is far pre- 
ferable to one whose narrow mind and contract¬ 
ed soul has fitted him for nothing hut a dema¬ 
gogue.

How Patrick Henry hoped to Save the 
Union. 

§ Patrick Henry was but a young man, and 
-had just entered the House of the Virginia 
legislature when the news arrived of the pas¬ 
sage of the Stamp Act in Parliament. No 
other one being disposed to offer any resolu¬ 
tions against it, he did it boldly himself. On 
an envelope, in his own hand-writing, he left 
these particulars and this expression of his 
motives, which should teach us lessons of wis¬ 
dom. See 'the rock on which our fathers 
founded this Republic, and how they hoped to 
“ save the Union.” There were servilea too 
in those days. He says : 

“They formed the first opposition to the 
Stamp Act, and the scheme of taxing America 
by the British Parliament. All the colonies 
either through fear or want of opportunity to 
form an opposition, or from influence of some 
kind or other, had remained silent. 1 had 
been for the first time eleGted a burgess a few 
days before, was young, inexperienced, unac- 
qainted with the forms of the Hnuse, and the 
members that composed it. Finding the men 
of weight averse to opposition, and the com¬ 
mencement of the tax at hand, and that no 
person was likely to step forth, 1 determined 
to venture; and alone, unadvised, and unas¬ 
sisted, on a blank leaf of an old law book 
wrote the within. Upon offering them to the 
House violent debates ensued. Many threats 
were uttered, and much abuse Cast on me by 
the party for submission. After a long and 
warm contest, the resolutions passed by a very 
small majority, perhaps by one, or two only.— 
The alarm spread throughout America with 
astonishing quickness, nnd the ministerial par¬ 
ty were overwhelmed. The great point of re¬ 
sistance to British taxation was universally es¬ 
tablished in the colonies. This brought on the 
war, which finnlly separated the two countries, 
and gave independence to ours. Whether this 
will prove a blessing or a curse, will depend on 
the use our people make of the blessings 
which a gracious God hath bestowed on us. 
If they are wise, they will be great and happy. 
If they are of a contrary character, they will 
be miserable Righteousness alone can exalt 

Now the doctrine is that the Union itself is 
the result of a barter with the devil, and must 
be preserved by fidelity to the mutual compact 
Then Patrick Henry said. “RIGHTEOUS¬ 
NESS ALONE” was the hope of the c^M 
try. That was wisdom in his opinion, without 
which our independence would be a “ curse.’ 
Then too there was a “ party of submission ” tc 
tyranny as there is now, and with precisely tht 
same general principles anti character. It wa 
the party of office and wealth. So it is now 
Patrick Henry belonged to the Free Democ¬ 
racy. 

Importance of Preliminary Party Action. 

In all the successes which have crowned the 
efforts of Democracy in our country, nothin* 
has so much contributed to them as the mean] 
putin operation by the party to effect unanimj 
tv of sentiment and unity of action The dem¬ 
ocratic party has always recognized the ability 
i of the people to govern themselves, and at” 
bute to them good judgment and diseriminat^H 
and an ample capacity in selecting proper agents 
to perform all those functions of government, 
appertaining to social and political existence.— 
This party, the party of the people, have never 
kept back light from all those poli'ical subjects 
which concern the well being of the body poli¬ 
tic. The ancient rights of the freedom of the 
1 direct rays of light into the most obscure cor¬ 
ners of society, scattering intelligence, invigor 
ating thought, giving force and direction lol 
popular ideas—raising the masses to that posi 
tion from which their every and dearest rights 
could be easily discerned .—Lincoln Democrat. 

This is indeed ‘preliminary party action;’ that 
is—the party must be held together by this 
iterated profession of regard to the dear people 
and their rights. In other words, they have 
succeeded in blinding and cheating the people 
without their knowing it. In this w r ay and ir 
this only the parcy has lived. And this fact is 
now more generally know than present experi¬ 
menters are probably aware. Such as the 
above will be laughed at by ail men of sense, 
in the party and out of it. 

The items: “The good judgment of the peo¬ 
ple in selecting proper agents.” &.a. Louis 
Bonaparte compliments the people of France in 
the same way, and vvith about equal truth. A 
thin network of politicians and party hacks is 
spread over the State, a few leaders give the 
word and the whole caucus system moves with 
pantomine independence Allis predetermin¬ 
ed, shaped, managed;—runners fly through so¬ 
ciety to give the nod, and drumming, coaxing, 
buying, go on tillthccnd is attained. Tliemass 
of the people are instruments -mere tools in the 
hands.of the leaders. This has become so per¬ 
fect and glaring, that all honest informed men 
view with disgust the whole caucus system.— 
Mr. Benton declares that it is subverting the 
whole policy of our government. What had 
the “judgment of the people" to do in “select¬ 
ing” the last slave democratic candidate for 
President ? Nothing. The offices are all far c¬ 
ed out in advance by these wire-workers among 
themselves, and then they resort to the forms 
of popular selection only to humbug the people 
and cover the plot, 

“ Never kept back light from those political sub¬ 
jects which concern the well being of the body poli¬ 
tic!” That is cool—very. Who does not know 
that the party press is strictly subject to the 
exigencies of party capital? that no opinion nor 
discussion adverse to'this is tolerated an hour? 
And on the great subjects of Free Democracy, 
Liberty, Public Justice, Free Government, and 
Personal Rights, “light” is kept back as perti¬ 
naciously as 1 it is in Austria. Often have pa¬ 
pers of that party in Maine boasted of their 
superior policy over the former course of the 
whigs in admitting a little light. They said, 
“You let iu a few rays among your ranks and it 
is playing the deuce with you. We kept the 
people wholly in the dark—we would not trust 
them with the information and they are dooile 

nigh, while you ate distracted. Good enough 

you.” Worse still. They have generally 
pursued a course of persistent falsehood and 
misrepresentation on subjects most vital to our 
‘political existence.” And the very paper quo- ' 
ted above owes its existence to too great liberty 
of speech by the other party paper iu that coun¬ 
ty. It was established to put a stop to it; but 
the Times wheeled, and both have been run¬ 
ning a race of hunkewsm ever since. Now 
hear its brave boasts about "always throwing 
direct rays of light into the most obscure cor¬ 
ners of Society.” Admirable! 

The scoundrel act and all arguments against 
it have ever been carefully kept from the peo¬ 
ple. They dare not let them’see what they are 
about. Mr. Hamlin was forced to lay his hand 
upon his mouth, and Hon. E. K. Smart was ve¬ 
ry fraternally admonished that he had approaeh- 


ed too near the interdicted line in his speech on 
North and South. Xo man would be tolerated 
an hour in that party, who maintained the 
great-universal rights of true democracy—not 
an hour,and every body knows it. Yet see this 
harlot-faced talk about how the party carefully 
guard the freest discussion ! Where was “free¬ 
dom of speech” when most (not all) of the par¬ 
ly papers personally outraged an editor beyond 
the wickedness of Haynau or Degree, while he 
was fairly within the just rights of the press ?— 
Fine fellows to talk about free discussion! 

Then go to Baltimore where the whole party, 
as its national act,deliberately vowed to resist all 
discussion or agitation of American Liberty, as 
the condition of its own existence. And after 
coming back, hear these papers foil how they 
give the people light l—hoto vigilantly they guard 
and watch over the ancient rights of speech and the 

The fact is the people have so far found out 
the fraud which those leaders have played up¬ 
on them, that a special effort is needed lo win 
back their confidence, and the blandest decep¬ 
tion is adopted as the method to do it.' But the 
people are learning the faster. 


Convention in Waldo. 

The meeting in Montvillewas one of the very 
best county meetings ever held in the state.

A committee was raised to • see the 
whole county visited by colporteur agents for 
the circulation of papers, tracts, books Ac. in 
every family, and about ONE HUNDRED 
A ND TWENTY-FIVE DOLLARS were raised 
on the spot to carry but the plan. Organiza¬ 
tions are to be made in every town so far as 
possible. And though the county was well 
represented, yet as the meeting was not central 
many towns remain to take their full share in 
that noble effort. They will not be behind. 

Thus has that county led off this year in 
gallant style. If all others would catch the 
Sj irit there exhibited, llie state would be re¬ 
deemed from the service of slavery in three 
years. Thoroughly to inform the mass of the 
people is to triumph. Thqre is no doubt of that 
Will the other counties follow this nobleexam- 
ple? Wait and see- 

That delightful ride from Belfast to Montville, 
and with such company, over green-clad hills 
and among hard but well cultivated farms, w ill 
not be^forgotten, nor the moon light return 
home could make us forget it. 

The hard working people of Waldo have 
been cheated long enough by a clique dema¬ 
gogue politicians. They will soon shake them 
off. Democrats they are, democrats they will 
be, but they will not much longer be deceived 
by the name into the service of the vileat 
oppression. The democracy of slavery they do 
not understand, much less the democracy of 
being its volunteer accomplices.

Last year, an effort was made to hold dele¬ 
gate instead of mass conventions, and to pro¬ 
cure the election of Town Committees in eaeh 
town. The effort was successful to a great ex¬ 
tent, as much so as could have been expected 
the first year of trial, and that year, 1852, in 
Maine. Our delegate conventions, it is believ¬ 
ed, were more fully attended than our previous

chosen and their names reported to the Chairman

Yarmouth, Otisfield, Scarboro,Sebago, Standish 
and Windham. In some of these towns, a 
egular organizati in of the party was effected 
for the first time; and in one of them, at least, 
Naples, the result was an encouraging increase 
of our vote over that of former years. 

Let us, this year.hold fast the little we have 
gained towards the thorough organization of our 
numbers. Let delegates be chosen in every 
town in the oounty. Let Town Committees be 
elected and reported through the columns 
of the Inquirer; and let us also Bee if every 
in the county cannot be visited with 
at least one earnest speech in behalf of liberty 
before our State election in September. It 
would be a great thing to make Cumberland in 
Maine such an Anti-Slavery county as is Wor- 
r » Massachusetts.

Free Speech. Danger. 

The Montreal Sun says that the inquest re- | 
specting the terrible riot in thatcity isproceed- 
ing very slowly, and that testimony has to be 
wrung from police officers. That city must 
suffer severely unless investigation be full,pun¬ 
ishment ample, and thus assurance be given to. 
the world that Free:Discussion isallowcd there. 

But that bloody outrage affords a solemn 
warning tothis country. It was papal hostility to 
free speech, and it affords another illustration of 
the true nature of the despotism.which already 
begins to assail our mi s£ valuable free institu¬ 
tions, Dream as we may, it never tolerated 
that right—it does not now anywhere on earth 
—nnd it never will da it any further than want of 
power compels it. Every instinct of its nature 
forbids it. And in this it is not peculiar. All 
tyranny does the same. Our slave tyranny 
does it as inexorably in the slave Slates as anv 
papal power on earth; and it required the. Mood 
of abolitionists to stay its power in the iiorth 
Those two great, overshadowing, malignant 
Despotisms growing up with rank luxuriance in 
this land, are as certain to coalesce against civil 
and religious liberty as the laws of attractive 
affinity and gravitation are to remain unchang¬ 
ed. It is already begun. 

If we have wisdom to subvert these deadly 
powers before their union and strength are 
matured, well will it be for us and for our child¬ 
ren. But if we sleep on and warm these vipers 
into more vigorous life, the result is ns certain

The Mexi 
I can authorities have sent a military force to j 
I hold it, and the administration at Washington 
j has also sent forces there to resist them. Thus 
I the case stands'at present, as flagieiouson our 
part as the seizure of Texas, and vastly more 
mean.

Emory’s report, just published, shows that 
the reason why Mr. Gray did not sign was,that 
his recall reached him before the order directing 
his signature. He had previously refused and 
protested against it, but a full statement was 
made to the late administration, and lie was 
directed by them lo sign it. His recall reached 
him before this direction anfl he did not sign. 
Major Emery, hii successor, did sign, and thus the 
signatures of both Commissioner aud Surveyor, 
with the concurrence of the late administration, 
were obtained for the settlement of the question. 

Bad Symptoms. 

There are some somber indication respecting 
the perpetuity of the Union. Take the follow¬ 
ing. The President was to receive anew chaise 
from this Stale, but ihe Advertiser explains 
thus sadly:— 

“ The chaise was spoken for before, but, un¬ 
fortunately for the President, not finished until 
after the offices had been distributed, when the 
zeal of some of the gentlemen who were to pay 
for it had somewhat subsided. The result was, 
that the chaise was stored in this eiiy for some 
weeks, during which time its final disposition 
was a malter of some uncertainty. At length 
certain gentlemen united to present it to Mr. 
Strickland. Strickland was a prominent candi¬ 
date for the Bangor collectbrsliip, but was de¬ 
feated through the influence of Mr. Hamlin.' 

Worse still—at the State Convention the oth¬ 
er day in N. H., Mr. Burke, chairman of the 
committee, offered the following resolulion, 
which “made the spa boil like a pot." 

“Resolved, That we encourage ourselves with 
the belief that our distinguished fellow citizen 
now at the head of the government of the Uni¬ 
ted Slates, will not in his appointments over¬ 
look the Old Guard of the Democratic party, 
upon whom he must rely for successful support 
in all the emergencies which may arise in the 
progress of his administration.”

decay. I then in the latter part of the same 
month, slit the hark by riming a sharp point- 
erl knife from the ground to the first set of 
limbs,which prevents the tree from becoming 
bark hound, and gives tile voting wood an op¬ 
portunity of expending. In July I placed one 
peck of oyster shell lime tinder each tree and 
left it piled about the trunk until November 
during which time the drought was excessive. 
In November the lime was dug in thoroughly. 
The following year I collected from these 
trees 1700 barrels of fruit, part of which was 
sold in New York for four, and others in 
London for nine dollars per barrel. The cid¬ 
er made from the refuse, delivered at the mill 
two days after its manufacture,! sold for three 
dollars and three q rarters per barrel of 32 
gallons, exclusive of the ha rei, In October 
I manured these trees with stable manure in 
which the ammonia had been fixed am) cov¬ 
ered this immediately with earth. The suc¬ 
ceeding autumn they were literally bending 
to the ground with the finest fruit. I ever saw 
while the other trees in rrty orchard not so

The soil best suited to the strawberry is a 
rich loam sufficiently deep. The ground, if 
not already drained and trenched should be 
so treated, as a g aid cron of fruit can never 
be raised from .a wet subsoil. In preparing 
the ground, a qi a tin or well decomposed 
manure should be dug in, ns the plants re¬ 
quire a large supply of nutritious in t rial. 
The method of pi, ntiog hitherto pit >ued 
has beenkin b'ds four feet wide, « it I three 
or four rows generally in ihe bed, and an in¬ 
tervening ally one foot wide. This plant is 
i ot now carried out io so great an extent as 
firoierly as many persons prefer plaining 
in rows alniut ,-ijhteen inches apart.
